J. R, 
Mallory was born in St. Andrews, 
N.B., and studied at the University 
of New Brunswick, and at Edin- 
burgh where he took his degree in 
Law. He has lectured at the Uni- 
versities of Saskatchewan and Tor- 
onto, and held an assistant pro- 
fessorshlp at Brandon College be- 
fore ccming to McGiU.

those difficulties which arise in 
"close facc-to-face" relationships. 
To illustrate this point. Dr. Silver- 
man made specific mention of the 
human problems encountered °in 
marriage, as evidenced by a divorce 
rate in the United States of one 
divorce in five. ' 

Questioned about the Psychology 
coursés how being taught in ' the 
University, Dr. Silverman expres- 
sed the view that the recent trend 
away from "rat" psychology, to 
training which stresses the practi- 
cal application of phychology to 
human problems has been most en- 
couraging, 

"I believe," said the Doctor, who 
is a Fellow of the American Psy- 
chiatric Asociation, "that mental 
stability in the future leaders of 
our society is essential and, as Uni- 
versity Students are destined to be 
those leaders, they must have a 
sound mental outlook."

The students of McGill lost a de- 
voted friend, in the death of Mrs. 
N. B. MacLean, wife of Prof. Neal 
B. MacLean of the Department of 
Mathematics. 

Mrs. MacLean will be remember- 
ed by the many hundreds of stu- 
dents who benefited by her unflag- 
ging kindness and Interest, In help- 
ing them to solve their Individual 
housing problems. As chairman of 
the Students Interest Committee of 
the Women's Associates of McGill, 
Mrs. MacLean took a special inter- 
est in the Housing Registry which 
was set up by that organization in 
the fall of 1044. During one five 
week period alone nearly two hun- 
dred students were placed, an 
achievement which required over 
five hundred contacts. 

Hampered By Illness 
The extrpme and increasing need 
for this assistance to students, was 
such that Mrs. MacLean devoted 

her whole time to this work, un- 
til prevented by illness. The lasl 
groups of students assisted by Mrs. 
MacLean were those who entered 
McGill in the January class of vet- 
erans. One ot these students recall- 
ed today that in his case "nothing 
seemed to be too much trouble for 
Mrs. MacLeun." This was indeed 
true— many time she was known lo 
get up late at night to make ar- 
rangements for a new student. She 
inspected- all rooms herself, and 
made herself thoroughly familiar 
with the surroundings in which 
students were placed. 

Had Excellent Memory 

Mrs. MacLean never kept books, 
but she had a phenomenal memory, 
and kept "In her head" all the 
myriad details of the various stu 
dents, and the types of accommo 
dation available. Thus she was able 
to achieve satisfaction for both the 
student and those offering rooma 
Music A Great Interest 

This work for McGill students 
during the past two years, was only 
one of the activities of this public 
spirited woman- She organized, and 
conducted a, boys choir at the Uni- 
versity Settlement, and during both 
the recent war, and the previous 
one Mrs. MacLean organized con 
certs for the wives and children of 
service men. Music had always 
been one of her main interests and 
as a child she played and sang at 
concerts with her father, the Rev. 
Homer Canfleld. a Baptist minister 
in Ontario. 

Adopted Students 

A warm-hearted person with a 
keen sense of humor, Mrs. MacLean 
bad no family ot her own, but she 
virtually adopted the many young 
people with whom she came in con- 
tact. She often referred to "her 
boys" when speaking ot the stu- 
dents.

The dark-haired MacDowall 
passed the baton over to Dick 
Pcnnyfalher who held on to the 
advantage and then Derick Brc- 
werton in the third lap widened 
the margin. Andy Gillespie, who 
had previously topped the field in 
the 880, pounded the cinders on 
the oval at a fast enough clip to 
stride easily over the finish line 
with the win.

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GOOD CITIZENSHIP NEEDS GOOD EDUCATION 



Our newspaper and radio, our schoolbooks 
and our politicians tell us a great deal through- 
out our lives of the importance of what they 
call good training for citizenship. But actually 
very few people ever inquire very deeply what 
such training should really entail. • 

The beliefs of sucli great political thinkers 
as Rousseau and Paine seem a little above the 
average schoolboy's powers of comprehension; 
and so it should be, for where is the boy of 
thirteen or fourteen who can understand what is 
meant by the statement that though man is born 
free and equal, he is actually in chains? Yet, 
as time and experience have proved, a boy of 
thirteen or fourteen must already have n sound 
knowledge of the basic principles of that myth- 
ical thing called "good citizenship." The repe- 
tition of an unexperienced fact, the fact that 
man is really not free,, will not help a child 
brought up in the relative 'shelter of democratic 
home. Actually nothing is explained. 

Children today arc subject to mumbo jumbo 
of the magic phrases of great men, and wiiat 
else? The radio blares forth about the "ethical" 
experiences of the detective hero; the funnies 
glorify the dumb cluck who fights for right, or 
even the clever cluck who fights for right; the 
teacher says that democracy is a good thing 
and must be preserved at all costs; parents 
mumble about democracy over the dinner table, 
probably in reference to an unknown enemy 
called fascism; and that is all. Then the child 
grows up, physically at least, and the phrases 
of yesterday have become so deeply rooted wilii- 
in his mind that it is impossible for him to put 
them into a correct focus. 

' And yet it is recognized that good citizen- 
ship can make or break freedom. But docs 
modern education really attempt to find n tan- 
gible explanation for the principles of freedom? 
If we consider the amount of intellectual junk 
that is served in digested form to the youth of 
the nation, vc are inclined to doubt if all the 
innovations of modern teaching methods have 
managed to bring the principles of Good and 
Bad clearer to the young mind. 

♦ . ♦ ♦ 

There are those who will say: let us not* 
crowd the young man with a lot of difficult, 
problems that can be mastered later; let usT 
merely sec fo it that the youth of our countrj^ 
is not infested with evil influences, and leave* 
it at that. 

Our answer to them is this: if we are honest, 
can we really say that this lasb.war was caused 
by nasty Nazis and foul Fascists alone? Didn't' 
our lack of understanding have something to 
do with it? Weren't we a little too busy talking 
about our way of life to stop it from being 
brought to a sudden end? 

Then there are those who will go along 
with us and deplore the myriad half-truths 
which are pounded gently but firmly into the 
heads Tof our youth. But, they will say, if wc 
do away with dangerous half-truths, let us not 
substitute other things which might some day 
turn out to be equally dangerous. 

Well, here again we would point to the les- 
sons of the past. Have wc nob found, that if a 
country's youth is left stranded, without any 
guidançe, it will inevitable become the victim 
of a doctrine which is made pallatabic by those 
who would take advantage of the ever-present 
inactivity of those who guard truth. If wo were 
to clean up the neo-good citizcnship-cduoation 
of our day, and substitute nothing for the gap 
thus created, we would have fascism right here 
at home in far more numerous and tangible 
forms than we have it now. 

And then, of course, there arc those who will 
say to us: this is all wrong, let us leave things 
as thèy are, and will be well. 

To tl\cm we say: five ounces of uranium 
will cure you, brother.

The question now arises, that if wc accept 
the argument that modern education docs not give 
the young boy and girl a real opportunity to 
understand what is meant by good citizenship, 
|Md|2noreover, what good citizenship must cn- 
UilîlW'è, the young people of today, the teacherî, 
that is, the adults of tomorrow, must find a 
tangible and efficient way to improve educa- 
tion. 

We maintain that wise phrases, fed to the 
younè, but meant for the adult are thoroughly 



useless. Wc have also pointed out that the half- 
truths of comic strips, of propaganda movies, of 
radio programs and the many other and similar 
influences arc harmful to the balanced assess- 
ment of human values within the young mind. 
Therefore, if wo remove the harmful influences, 
the young people will quite naturally ask for 
something to replace recreation which they have 
been denied. Even the digested phrases will be 
missed, for time forms many an intellectual 
habit, even in generations which have not ex- 
perienced the thing which was taken away from 
their forbcarers. Evidently, if we removed from 
the ducational scene those things which 
wc considered useless and harmful, we would bo 
depriving young people of a kind of succor. 
Wiiat then arc wc going to put in its place? 

Perhaps the best way to solve the problem 
would be to ultilizc the media which wc will in- 
herit from the past, once the clearing up job is 
done. Wc would have thb press, the radio, the 
movies, and above all, adult education. The 
three first media could be changed, to give good 
service; and parents and teachers could be urged, 
by means of adult education, to help in the new 
education plan. 

What now, would we do with the first three 
media? Today the funnies glorify exaggerated 
sex. Heroines, good and bad arc rcsplendant 
with figures which would make real-life dress- 
makers shudder with horror, and which, just by 
the way, would make lyouth and old age a trifle 
difficult for any real-life owner of such a shape. 
Beyond that, the comic-strip ethics, and this 
they have in common with .what are supposedly 
children's radio programs, arc reduced to a ridic- 
ulous oversimplification of the concepts of Good 
and Bad. At the same time as they build up 
the Good, all these institutions cast a sly but 
certainly admiring eye at the mystery and 
glamour of Evil. The movies go even further 
than that. They glorify murder, crime of any 
kind for that matter, and though' usually the 
Good wins, one can almost feel the angry sneer 
of the producer who has to kill his "lovely" 
criminal in" the last reel. The result is, of course, 
that the Good, in the ftiind of the young, as- 
sumes an entirely false position, and when real 
•life demands good citizenship in. the form, of 
Truth and Fortitude, it is believed to be a simple 
TfitftTcr^bf". emulating thc„comic-strip, radio . .or 
^o\'ic'hero-with~a bit'of the dashing atrtwsphîrc 
"of the'cfiiiiiiiarthrbwhlirTor good measure. Or, 
if the young mind has a very natural and typi- 
cally youthful craving to be different, it is very 
easy to find a model for a shockinglv different 
character among the out-and-out "stinkers"' of 
the make-believe-world. 

All the evils of comics, radio and movies 
would be quite alright for adults; wc do not wish 
to appear prudish, and advocate moral puritan- 
ism for all entertainment, but it is in the young 
mind that the harm is done; once an adult has 
found his ground, and with present educational 
facilities it is- most difficult for anyone to do 
so, once the man or woman has acquired a sound 
standard of proportions, then the "evils" cannot 
do any harm. 

AVhat wc need then, is a method of educating 
children to understand the real truths of life. 
Wo can do this by entertaining them with fact 
or phantasy, but .without . the benefit of . exag- 
gerated sex and glorification of Evil, or the over- 
simplification of Good. MorcovcrJ^ wc will have 
to keep children away from the influences that 
arc entertaining to adults but harmful to young 
and unbalanced minds. Wc may be called 
prudes for this, but the dividends will be great, 
no matter what the cry of the sensationalists 
may be. 

Comics, radio dramas and movies, all these 
can be harnessed to a good purpose. Fairy talcs 
can be fascinating, indeed just as thrilling as any 
adventures of Giggling .Toe or Duperwoman, And 
real life, depicted fairly and honestly can be 
more stirring than any gory horror story and 
funnier than the best Li'l- Anybody. Then too, 
let us do away' with the mumbo jumbo of phrases 
and unexplained truisms, but let us bee to it that 
the cnliphtèncd adult, enlightened through care- 
ful adult— and school— education, can explain 
to the child what is meant by Good and Evil, 
what is meant by Peace and War, by Life and 
Death, and let the children of tomorrow know 
that all these things, and an understanding of 
their deeper sense means good citizenship, a 
world prepared for the future, and Peace In Our 
Time— C.W. r

Freedom Of The Press 



The loUowlng article, written by Stuart J. Shaw, 
Associate Edltôr of the Edmonton Journal, placed flrst 
In. a recènt contest sponsored by the Canadian Dally 
Newspapers AssoclaUon. Mr. Shaw is a graduate of 
the University of Alberta. 

"Fundamcptally it is not a special privilege 
reserved for newspaper publishers. It is rather a 
phase of a much larger freedom— the freèdom of 
all men to speak their minds openly and without 
fear. The prùss claims no right which should not 
belong to every citizen in a democracy, but free- 
dom of the press is an all-important part of this 
larger freedom; because, under modem condi- 
tions, the press is the principal agency by which 
the ordinary man receives the information he 
, nèéds to judge tlie actions of his rulers and make 
up his mind on public issues. Without newspapers 
or with only gagged and blindfolded ones, he 
is in the dark, and helpless. An unfettered press 
is therefore one of the essential bulwarks of a 
de»açiatiçsorld. . 



"If any proof be needed, it is provided by thè 
record of the Fascist and Nazi dictatorships. 
Rigid control of all sources of public information, 
and especially of newspapers, was the corheratone 
upon which those regimes were founded.^WitKout 
it, they could never have held power. With it. 
they could do as they pleased, to the eventual 
ruin of their own people's^as .well as much of 
the rest, of the world. 

"This disastrous chapter of history should 
provide a warning against any attempt, by 
governments or by private interests, to. restrict 
the essential freedom of the press. A free people 
must stand on guard not only against direct 
ownership, but also against more insidious en- 
croachments. Nominal freedom is not enough. 
The only true free prcfs is one which can record 
the news faithfully and comment on it frankly, 
without frar of direct or indirect punishment. 
Neither the press nor the public is safe with 
An ythin g leas tha q this. ,^ >. •- - ,\, ,

Since, 
as was mentioned above, Bed E.'s 
marriage to Fy was never consum- 
mated it is annulled and our hero- 
ine elopes with Gay Cockln becaufe 
he wears an Adams Hat, Von 
Jantsen must pay for his crime 
with the maximum penalty and is 
sent up for a four-year stretch to 
the U. of Manitoba. ' .

'Private Lives' 

A Review

Tallulah ;Bankhead's perform- 
ance as Amanda in. Noel Coward's 
'Private Lives" having' been de- 
scribed to them as fabulous, the 
Wednesday evening audience at 
His Majesty's Theatre seemed to 
have qdopted a "show me" attitude! 
It responded slowly, lîut by the 
end of the evening . Miss Bank- 
head took four<curtaIn cAlls alone, 
having romped, shouted, sprawled 
and clowning her way, at* a very 
fast pace, through the play. 

Several of the more subtle Cow- 
ard line went unappreciated, but 
the audience- couldn't resist after 
Amanda's current husband Vietor 
Prynne had declared that he 
couldn't, couldn't love her more 
than he currently did, and she re- 
plied, "Oh DEAR, I DID so hope 
our honeymoon would be progres- 
sive." Miss Bankhead's famous 
voice and. personality lend unusual 
emphasis and suggestion, quality 
and atmosphere to all her lines 
throughout the performance. Her 
entrance, In a red housecoat, start- 
ling against the billious green of 
the set, was the sfgnal for the play 
to come to life. 

The responsibility of demonstrat- 
ing to the audience in every possi- 
ble way that "deep down in their 
private lives" few people are really 
civilized, devolves largely on Tal- 
lulah Bankhcad, however Donald 
Cook plays his role straight, rely- 
ing on the Coward lines for his 
comedy. Mary Mason, as his culr- 
rent wife, makes the conventional 
gestures of outraged but "proper" 
femininity. In contrast to the aban- 
don and gusto ct Miss Bankhead. 
Alexander Clark as Victor, Aman- 
da's current spouse, seemed rather 
inadequate in an admittedly unap- 
pealing role. Summing it up is 
the fact that "Private LIves'Mn the 
future is likely to bo synonymous 
with Tallulah Bankhead for those 
who havo had the good fortune io 
see her perform as .Amanda. 

Not a word has been mentioned 
of Miss Bankhead's very appro- 
priate Malnbochcr gowns. Since the 
scenery was negligible (It was not 
sveltcly modern, and It wasn't Pari- 
slan, it was Montreal's summer 
props) the gown had the Job to do, 
and Miss Bankhead at Ie«st, was 
extremely svelte. Probably even 
the gentleman who, puffed with 
iuperibrlty, told me several days 
ago that he disliked "soplfliticated 
bedroom commedles" was capti- 
vated.

VET. AtLOWANCES 
. Married student veterans spend 
I123.SO a month for basic living. 
This was revealed recently by a 
Bureau of Statistics survey. 

Grant Livingstone, head ot the 
Canadian Legion branch at the 
Unlvcrslly of British Columbia, 
contends that considerable num- 
bers of married veterans would 
have to quit university . training 
within the coming year unless 
allowances were raised. 

What docs the goveminent say 
to these things? 

W. S. Woods, deputy veterans 
minister, told the veterans com- 
mittee of the Commons recently 
that any increased allowances for 
one class of veterans would only 
lead to expectation for correspond- 
ing increases for others. 

The simplest method would be 
8 flat over-all increase but, because 
of the variance of needs, this had 
several ' inherent difficulties. For 
instance, an increase for a veteran 
living in rented quarters (n a big 
city could hardly be Justified in 
the case of the veteran living at 
home.

WANT A LOAN? 

Under legislation now going 
through the mill in the House ot 
Commons, a veteran will be able 
to get as high as $3,000 from a 
chartered banic as long as he can 
assure his local banic manager that 
he is "credit worthy and has a 
reasonable proposition" to establish 



himself in business or profession- 
ally. Under the plan, the Govern- 
ment will guarantee the banks 25 
per cent, of the first $1,000,000 
loaned, .plus 15 per cent ot all 
over that. This guarantee is de- 
signed to make the banks "very 
definitely a little more generous 
with veterans." 

Expressing confidence in the 
ability ot the veterans to pay back 
the loans, Mr. W. Tucker, veterans 
committee chairman stated, "the 
government figures It Is going to 
lose quite a sum^ of money."
